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Claim Set As Amended 

I. (Currently Amended) A system for delivering documents across a 

network providing a single integrated solution to deliver a document to one or 
more different destinations or recipients in a single steps, regardless of an end 
form which the document is presented, which system comprises: 

a document generator at a client's side and configured to translate an input 
data stream into a data stream having a device independent format and to output 
the device independent format data steam; 

a computer configured to receive the device independent format data 
stream and programmed to analyze the data stream to determine a best output 
device by comparing any features required by the data stream with features of 
any output devices available to the computer; and 

the computer further being programmed to translate the device 
independent data stream into a device specific data stream for the best output 
device and to transmit the device specific data stream to the best output device. 

2. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the document generator is 
further configured to embed data into the data stream indicative of a job ticket 
containing information including rendering characteristics for a generated 
document and at least one task. 

3. (Original) The system of claim 2 wherein the computer is further 
programmed to determine a best output device based upon an affinity value for 
each output device and whether a particular output device is capable of 
producing what the data stream requires. 



4. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the computer is further 
programmed to determine a best output device based upon an affinity value for

a document generator at a client's side and configured to selectively 
translate an input data stream into a data stream having a device independent 
format based on selection signals, and to selectively output a data steam in a 
device specific format or the device independent format based on the selection 
signals; 

a computer configured to receive the data stream from the document 
generator programmed to analyze the data stream to determine a best output 
device by comparing any features required by the data stream with features of 
any output devices available to the computer; and 

the computer further being programmed to translate the data stream into a 
device specific data stream for the best output device and to transmit the device 
specific data stream to the best output device.
